EARTHWEEK: A DIARY OF THE PLANET 
’ Bear Farms 


Animal activists in Boston 
[<q eve launched a petition 

drive to end the practice of 
bear “farming” in China, where the 
animals are “milked” for medicinal 
purposes. The World Society for the 
Protection of Animals believes 
about 5,000 of the Asiatic black 
bears have been imprisoned for 
more than a decade inside cramped 
cages in China, with metal tubes 
permanently inserted into their gall 
bladders to extract bile. The fluid is 
used as a tonic for a variety of com- 
mon ailments. 

The society said that the cages 
are so small that the bears can 
hardly move, and the tubes cause 
pain, distress, and inflammation. 


Even though cubs are regularly 
taken from China's declining wild 
population for such uses, Beijing 
has defended the bear farms as an 
important method of protecting the 
species. 


Spring Twisters 
Several consecutive days 
ia of severe weather across 
the U.S. brought deadly 
tornadoes that killed at least 13 peo- 


ple and wrecked homes and other 
structures from Indiana to Texas. 


Freak autumn storms across 
South Africa spawned atornado and 
high winds that killed two people in 
Orange Free State. Forty homes 
were damaged by a sudden squall 
that struck a mainly white Johan- 
nesburg suburb. 


Bengal Storms 


A second week of severe 
EA thunderstorms across 

Bangladesh produced 
deadly lightning, fierce winds, and 
hailthatkilled atleast 20 people. The 
storms flattened about 3,000 mud- 
and-thatch huts and uprooted thou- 
sands of trees and utility poles. 
Thousands of acres of crops also 
were destroyed. 


Amphibious Invasion 


A plague of frogs brought 
on by a sudden heat wave 

innorthern Iran is eating up 
the region's rice crop. The official 
IRNA news agency reported that 
farmers say they have seen nothing 
like it in living memory. The rice pad- 
dies of Mazandaran province have 
been the worst affected. 


Wildfires 
Fires which have ravaged 
PY the Galapagos island of 
Isabella were brought 


under control after destroying up to 
22,000 acres of vegetation on the 
natural paradise. The island's 
famed 6,000 giant turtles were 
unhurt by the blazes, and wildlife is 
expected to recover from the fires 
within a few years. 

At least 10 separate wildfires 
charred hundreds of acres of Michi- 
gan’s Upper Peninsula, sparked by 
a sudden warm spell and an 
extended period of dry weather.

Drought 


The forest fires that raged 

across Inner Mongolia in 

early April may be only the 
start o' 


f a growing disaster from 
northern China's extended drought. 
The 16-month dry spell centered in 
Beijing is referred to as “the drought 
of the century” by the official Xinhua 
news agency. Many of the capital's 
reservoirs are almost empty, and 
principal water sources have shown 
a sharp decline. Worst-hit farming 
areas have such severe water short- 
ages that people must venture up to 
six miles each day to collect water 
for villagers and livestock. 


Elephant Labor 


Authorities in Indonesia's 
al) southern Sumatran Lam- 

pung province are pro- 
ceeding with plans to train wild ele- 
phants to plow rice fields in the 
region. The scheme was agreed 
upon after the success of apilot pro- 
ject which demonstrated that the 
pachyderms were four times as 
strong as buffaloes, which also are 
used. Conservation officials esti- 
mate that there are about 700 of the 
wild, endangered elephants in the 
Lampung jungle, which are sup- 
posed to be protected by law. The 
officials justify the captive labor pro- 
ject by saying it will help supervise 
the species and curtail the elephant 
rampages that have destroyed 
crops and homes, and killed many 
villagers in recent years.

Cyclonic Disaster 


More than 175 bodies were 
6) recovered in Bangladesh 

after a devastating tropical 
cyclone ripped across southern 
areas of the country. At least 7,000 
people were injured when winds of 
up to 140 miles per hour caused 
widespread damage on the north- 
east shore of the Bay of Bengal. 
Many of the deaths occurred at the 
Burmese refugee camps along the 
highway linking Cox’s Bazar and 
Teknaf. 


Red Locusts 


Tanzania is threatened by 
a massive invasion of red 
locusts that is unprece- 


_ dentedin scale forthe past 50 years. 

Jackson Makwetta, minister for agri- 
culture, told reporters that large 
colonies of the pests, still undergo- 
ing metamorphosis, were spotted in 
the traditional breeding and out- 
break areas. They are expected to 
migrate soon into Kenya, Uganda, 
Rwanda, Burundi, and Zaire. Mak- 
wetta urged the Kenya-based Inter- 
national Red Locust Control Orga- 
nization for Central and Southern 
Africa to take immediate measures 
to combat the invasion in its early 
stages. 


Droughis 


Beijing residents breathed 

a sigh of relief as a rain- 

storm broke the capital’s 
16-month drought. More than one 
inch of rain fell during a 20-hour 
period. The storm will help the 
region’s agriculture temporarily, but 
much more is needed to replenish 
severely depleted water supplies. 


Recent regular and heavy rainfall 
in many parts of Kenya has eased 
fears of famine, and spared the 
country’s vital tea and coffee export 
crops. As much as three times the 
normal weekly rainfall occurred in 
some areas of the country during the 
first few days of May. 


Earthquakes 


Sea levels rose briefly and 
S| items on shelves wobbled 

as amagnitude 6.7 temblor 
occurred deep below the seabed off 
Japan’s Kyushu Island. No damage 
or injuries were reported from the 
30-second quake, but a tsunami 


warning was issued briefly for many 
coastal areas of southwest Japan. 


Earth movements also were felt 
in western Sumatra, the mountains 
between Uzbekistan and Afghan- 
istan, northern Argentina, Okla- 
homa, and Southern California. 


Eruption 


Anak Krakatau (Krakatoa) 
Volcano spewed a stream 
of glowing lava 200 feet 


into the early morning sky above 
Straits of Sunda. The 20-minute 
eruption awakened inhabitants 16 
miles away on the beaches of West 
Java. Krakatau produced hundreds 
of tremors and quakes during the 
two days prior to the fiery eruption.

A sharp earthquake in 
Wyoming's Yellowstone 


National Park during late 
March has caused its famed gey- 
sers to undergo dramatic changes. 
While Old Faithful has remained 
steadfast, Monarch erupted for the 
first time since 1913, sending a 
growing column of rocks, mud, and 
water about 15 feet high. The Ledge 
Geyser also erupted after 15 years 
of dormancy, with angled columns 
of water up to 130 feet high. 


Ocean Warming 
Oceanographic _ studies 
((( ( conducted during a recre- 
ation of Columbus's first 
voyage to the Americas has indi- 
cated that the world’s oceans are 
indeed warming up, but not as the 
“greenhouse” theories predicted. 
Instead of the expected warming at 
levels near the surface, Britain’s

Fire Demons 


Terrified residents of a hill- 
PY side village in northwest 

Nepal's Bardiyah ° District 
are trying to figure out why fires are 
mysteriously igniting on their 
rooftops and haystacks. Freak 
atmospheric conditions beneath a 
blazing spring sun may be the 
cause, and 10 houses have been 
reduced to ashes by the flames so 
far. Sometimes, one blaze suddenly 
will go out in full view of the villagers, 
only to shift to another roof nearby. 
Fearing some “unseen force,” vil- 
lagers who can afford it have begun 
replacing their roofs with tiles.
